Anaudit of the books and records of the Town 
of Deer Isle has been completed for the mun- 
icipal yearended January 15, 1962. The audit 
included anexamination of the records main- 
tained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasur- 
ete locnoo) District and, .the records -ofethe 
Treasurer of the Fire Association, insofar 
as they pertained to the town appropriation. 


The examination included a review of cash 
transactions, as well asan analysis of avail- 
able funds and expenditures. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $29, 054. 83 was reconcil- 
ed with the statement furnished by the Union 
TrustCompany, Ellsworth, Maine and the Bar 
Harbor Banking. & drust Company, Bar 
Harbor, Maine. Cash and petty cash was ver- 
ified by actual count. 


DEFERRED REVENUL 


The deferred revenue totaling $2,634.76 
represents 1962 excise tax collections which

are being carried forward for future alloca- 
tion by the townspeople. 


RESERVES 


The examinationof the departmental accou- 
nts (Exhibit D) shows a total of $4,058.22 
which represents various account balances 
that are carried forward to the ensuing year. 
Withholding taxes of $264.50 and credit re- 
serve funds of $8,000.00. 


SURPLUS 


The unappropriated surplus of the town a- 
mounted to $20, 982. 75, adecrease of $871.20 
for the year. The main factors contributing 
to this decrease were the appropriations of 
$3,000.00 each for revaluation reserve and 
school loan; abatements of $344.22 and mis- 
cellaneous adjustments of $43.93 less the ex- 
cess of available funds over expenditures of 
$1,181.94; supplemental taxes of $483.80; the 
balance of 1961 excise taxes of $583.71; re- 
deemed check of $129.01 and overlay of 
$3, 138.49. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Anexamination of the various funds held in 
trust by the town revealed that the total amount 
of trust fund principals was $5, 250.00 and un- 
expended income amounted to $313.21.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Last year we used our Town Road Improve- 
ment Funds at Little Deer Isle and the Cross 
Road inSunset. As explained elsewhere in this 
report the State Aid Project on the road to Sun- 
Shine was only partially completed. We retir- 
ed another note of $3,000.00 due on the High 
School Heating plant and will complete pay- 
ment for the final note of $3, 000. 00 before you 
have a chance to read this report. 


It will be well to bear in mind that approx- 
imately $9,000.00 was taken from Surplus to 
pay forthis heating plant plus about $1, 300.00 . 
to cover deficits in the Snow Removal Fund and 
other minor accounts. During the next fiscal 
year the Selectmen have placed several 
articles inthe Warrent that willfurther deplete 
thevsurplus account; but the things we ask Gor 
are-sorely needed and worthy of your con- 
sideration. The total amount to be expended 
out of surplus if all articles are accepted will 
still leave us with a workable balance in our 
favor, but we would not advocate depleting this 
surplus any further than we have anticipated.

I submit herewiththe Financial Reportof the 
School Department, the budget of the school 
committee, andmy firstannual reportas your 
Superintendent of schools. 


School enrollment reported during the fall 
term was as follows:

Three new teachers joined our faculty this 
year: Harry Bartlett, principal and English 
instructor at the high school; Ronald Moody, 
Commercial subjects, driver education and 
basketball coach; and Kenneth Debus, principal 
and teacher at the elementary school. 


Wilfred Weed has beenemployedas bus driv- 
er and custodian of the elementary school. 


An Arithmetic Workshop was presented for 
teachers in November. ‘lwo days were spent 
studying the newer trends and techniques of 
instruction being used in mathematics. State

Department of Education representatives ass- 
isting in the workshop were: Ray Cook, Clar- 
ence Bennett, Villa Quinnand Bertha Carter. 


The School Department has purchased one 
hundred new folding metal chairs with movable 
storage carts for useinthe elementary school 
lunch room. 


Deer Isle, for the 1962 calendar year, is 
eligible for Federal funds under Title III of 
the National Defense Acts. Basically, this 
provides for a 50 per cent reimbursement of 
the coston the purchase of all authorized lab- 
oratoryequipment. It, also, provides match- 
ing funds on the cost of labor and materials 
for the constructionof laboratory tables. The 
school committee has requested a substantial 
allotment for the purchase of science equip- 
ment inorder to take advantage of these funds. 


Plans for the 1962-63 school year call for 
Stonington and Deer Isle to share on an equal 
time and cost basis a full-time Frenchinstr- 
uctor. This organization will promotea three- 
year sequence of foreign language at the high 
school level and, also, provide instruction in 
French for groups of capable seventh and 
eighth grade students. 


To provide an additional room for the high 
school, Mrs. Rice and her eighth grade have 
been moved into one of the Masonic Hall class- 
rooms. Also, Miss Gordon is nowconducting

music classes at the Congregational Church 
Chapel. 


The immediate consolidation of the Island 
high schools into one educationally, econom- 
ically sound unit is imperative. Rising costs 
of education tothe local taxpayerand the nec- 
essity of providing greater educational oppor- 
tunities for our children are the important 
facts to weigh. It behooves the people of both 
communities to work cooperatively and pos- 
itively to resolve the problems deterring un- 
ification. 


Iwishto express my gratitude to school com- 
mittee members; Mrs. Blackmore, School 
Union Secretary; local organizations; and all 
individuals who have worked so diligently dur- 
ing the year for the benefit of better schools.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICE 


The general purpose of public health nursing 
is to help people and the community as a whole 
to achieve and maintain optimal health. Your 
public health nurse carries out this purpose by 
giving preventive, therapeutic, and rehabili- 
tative services to individuals and families in 
their homes; through health services in 
schools; and through organized community 
programs for prevention of illness and promo- 
tion of health. 


A summary of public health nursing services 
given in the town of Deer Isle during the year 
1961 follows: 


Health supervision visits were made to in- 
fants, preschool and school children and 
adults. On requestof patients' physicians, re- 
ferrals were made to the various state clinics 
(cardiac, crippled children. pediatrics, hard- 
of-hearing, tuberculosis). Follow-up home 
visits were made to helppatients and families 
to carry out doctors' instructions for treat- 
TVET, 


Vasits were made stosdifess chooli-to Bconter 
with the teachers concerning any health prob- 
lems. During the summer a conference was 
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held with the superintendentof schools todis- 
cuss plans for the coming year. The audio- 
meter was used to test hearing of someof the 
children. Sixty-nine children from grades 
four, seven and eleven had physical exam- 
inations and necessaryimmunizations. Fifty- 
six children received sodium fluoride appli- 
cations to help prevent tooth decay. 


Three child health conferences were held. 
Sixteeninfants and preschool children attend- 
ed. Physical examinations and necessary im- 
munizations were given the children at these 
conferences. 


Your nurse thanks Doctor Kopfmann, mem- 
bers of the health council, the teachers and 
others who helped in the promotion of the 
health program.

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REPORT OF 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


The Deer Isle-Stonington Chamber of Com- 
merce herewith submits a resume of its act- 
ivities for the year 1961. It has been a grati- 
fying year, and the membership hopes that it 
can continue to contribute to the economy of 
the Island. 


The formation of the Island Development 
Corporation was its initial step toward assist- 
ing industry to locate here. Sucha Corporation 
is set up under the laws of the State of Maine 
and has borrowing power with the Maine Build- 
ing Authority. Such borrowing power can be 
utilized for the acquisition of land, and the 
construction of buildings as an aid toansuit- 
able industry which wished to locate here. 


The opening of the Marine Colloids Plant in 
the spring was the result of ground work by 
the chamber over the past years and the fore- 
Sight and cooperation of the Stonington Lobster 
Co-op. The harvesting of sea moss presents 
the opportunity to increase an individuals 
income without a great expenditure on the 
harvester's part. 


Following sessions with the Maine Depart- 
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ment, of Economic Development, an indus- 
trial survey was made of the entire Island. 
These statistics have been tabulated in 
summary form and will be submitted to the 
Department for the purpose of interesting any 
industry that can use the facilities that we 
have available. 


Included in the above survey, wasa listing 
of home crafts made by our Island people. 
These were alsosummarized and itis the plan 
of the Chamber to endeavor to make available, 
in the near future, a suitable outlet former- 
chandising by the makers of these products. 


The Chamber of Commerce participatedin 
the fourth of July parade by entering a float 
and is looking forward to contributing to and 
participating in the forthcoming Bicentennial 
Celebration sponsored by the Deer Isle-Ston- 
ington Historical Society. 


The purchase and installation of Christmas 
lights in 1960 for the mainstreetof DeerIsle 
and Stonington added to the spiritof the Holi- 
day season. Additional lights were purchased 
this past year tocomplete the street lighting. 
The lighting of the Town Tree in Stonington 
was the result of donations by the merchants 
and was sponsored by members of the organ- 
ization. 


The manufacturing of Christmas wreaths is 
fast becoming a seasonal business, especially 
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with the women folks of the Island. An effort 
was made this year to secure orders that 
would allow the local makers to realize a 
better profit on their products. This was suc- 
cessful to a certain degree and plans are be- 
ing made to increase this outlet next year. 


1962 will see the publishing of a new bro- 
chure which will feature the Island Bicen- 
tennial Celebration and pictures and write-ups 
which we feel will be of interest to tourists. 
The business subscriptions to. the, Chamber 
of Commerce will. be listed as usual, and 
we urge all to take out membership for the 
new year which begins in March 1962. Rev- 
enue from membership dues and appropria- 
tions by the two Towns is the only source of 
income that we have tocarryonour activities. 


Plans for the coming year include the poss- 
ibility of acquiring land, and the building of 
a small Chamber of Commerce Building, 
which could be used as an information center 
and a possible outlet for use by makers of 
homecrafts. Preliminary plans lean toward 
public interests and participation on avolun- 
teer basis to make this a reality. Also includ- 
ed in future projects is an effort to acquirea 
through State Route fromthe Island to Bucks- 
port and Ellsworth, preferably through the 
Snow's Ccve Road, which is used by the maj- 
ority of our citizens. Development of camp 
sites, and additional industry is also on the 
agenda. 
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The boardof Directors wish to express their 
appreciation to the membership and to the 
citizens of Deer Isle and Stonington for their 
interest and cooperation in making our achie- 
ments a reality.

During the year, the department responded 
to twelve chimney fires, two grass, two for- 
est, one out of town, two automobile, one oil 
truck, one house and hay fire, or a total of 
twenty two. This is a record low for recent 
years. 
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Our new truck is now equipped with a short 
wave sending and receiving set, and we also 
have a Walkie-Talkie. County Civil Defense 
will pay half the cost of these, our firemen's 
association has paid half of the cost of the 
Walkie-Talkie and our town Civil Defense has 
paid half of the cost of the unit in the fire en- 
pine. Waith@this equipment, we have direct 
communication with our county association 
through the base station in Ellsworth or with 
any of ourneighboring towns similarly equip- 
ped. 


Last year for the first time our fire chief 
and fire warden was paid a salary. We are 
asking the town to continue this. 


Two hundred dollars of our association funds 
this past year were used toward the purchase 
of a Walkie-Talkie, two hundred went to the 
bulldozing of four more water holes, one hun- 
dred to purchase the land on which the town 
reservoir is located, and eighty dollars to- 
ward the cost of the cement cover of the res - 
ervoir.
